A  Rule 
for  the  Youth

Patriarch  to  the  Church 

WITH  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  an  interest  in  your  faith  and  prayers, 
I  would  like  to  continue  a  little  thought  along  the  same  line  that 
Brother  Tuttle  has  been  talking  to  us,  and  which  we  have  heard  also  from 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  today. 

I  think  our  young  people  in  the  Church,  right  down  inside,  all  have 
a  desire  to  get  married  in  the  temple,  to  live  the  laws,  and  to  receive  the 
blessings  of  the  Church.  As  I  have  talked  with  many  of  these  young 
people,  I  have  learned  a  little  rule  that  I  have  offered  to  them.  Those 
who  would  like  to  receive  the  blessings  of  the  gospel,  the  blessings  of 
exaltation,  I  suggest  that  if  they  would  follow  this  little  rule,  it  would  be 
almost  automatic  that  they  would  in  proper  time  have  the  opportunity  of 
going  to  the  temple  and  receiving  the  sealing  blessings.  Of  course  any  such 
rule  would  have  the  prerequisite  that  you  live  the  law  yourself,  of  which 
we  have  heard  today,  that  you  live  all  the  law  of  the  gospel,  keep  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  that  you  yourself  would  be  worthy. 

Many  girls  worry  about  the  opportunity  of  marrying  in  the  temple. 
With  young  men,  I  think  it  is  their  responsibility  to  find  the  young  lady 
and  take  her  to  the  temple.  With  the  young  lady  it  is  a  little  bit  different. 
She  has  to  accept  an  invitation.  She  doesn't  have  the  responsibility  of 
leadership,  and  so  she  has  to  wait  for  an  invitation.  Most  young  ladies 
have  a  way  of  getting  an  invitation,  and  we  don't  seem  to  object  to  that. 
But  to  these  young  ladies  I  would  suggest  that  they  follow  this  little  rule, 
and  to  the  young  men  it  would  be  just  the  other  side  of  the  coin.  I 
would  say  to  the  young  ladies,  first,  you  don't  have  to  worry  about  the 
boys  if  you  will  make  sure  that  all  of  your  girl  friends  with  whom  you 
closely  associate  are  living  the  standards  of  the  Church. 

I  have  young  people  come  to  me  from  all  parts  of  the  world  where 
we  have  membership,  and  they  will  often  say,  "In  our  area  there  aren't 
very  many  members  of  the  Church."  And  they  say,  "We  don't  have  the 
opportunity  of  finding  companions  who  are  members  of  the  Church." 

Membership  in  the  Church  isn't  the  main  requirement  in  this  case. 
The  main  requirement  is  that  they  live  the  standards  of  the  Church,  and 
we  have  heard  today  some  principles  regarding  the  standards  of  the 
Church,  the  high  ideals  which  the  Church  sets  for  righteous  and  clean 
living,  and  there  are  many  people  in  the  world  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Church  who  are  living  good  lives.  You  find  these  people  to  associate 
with,  if  you  can't  find  good  members  of  the  Church;   but  at  any  rate, 
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whether  they  are  members  or  not,  associate  with  those  who  are  living 
the  standards  of  the  Church. 

If  we  were  to  isolate  ourselves  from  those  who  are  not  members  of 
the  Church,  we  would  be  depriving  ourselves  of  opportunities  of  teaching 
the  gospel  to  many  who  are  worthy  and  who  are  seeking  the  gospel.  So 
this  gives  us  an  opportunity  of  doing  missionary  work  with  those  who 
are  not  members  and  who  are  good,  clean,  young  people.  If  one  of  your 
friends  starts  practices  we  don't  approve  of,  you  teach  her  the  better.  If 
she  accepts  your  teaching,  you  will  have  made  a  lifelong  friend.  If  she 
does  not  accept  your  teaching,  you  will  not  have  made  an  enemy,  but  you 
will  have  won  her  respect. 

Let's  follow  this  rule  and  analyze  how  it  works  out.  I  say  to  the 
young  men,  they  should  associate  with  young  men  who  are  living  the 
standards  of  the  Church.  If  a  young  woman  is  associating  with  a  group 
of  her  girl  friends  who  are  living  the  standards  of  the  Church,  it  will  be 
automatic  that  young  men  who  are  living  the  standards  of  the  Church 
will  become  her  associates.  And  if  there  is  one  girl  in  the  group  who  is 
not  living  the  standards  of  the  Church,  then  she  will  introduce  to  her 
girl  friends  young  men  who  are  not  living  the  standards  of  the  Church. 
A  young  man  always  wants  to  date  the  loveliest  girls  in  his  acquaintance. 
Then  through  the  girl  friend  who  is  not  living  the  church  standards  come 
the  boys  who  are  not  living  the  church  standards. 

Then  if  you  make  dates  with  a  young  man  who  is  not  living  the 
standards  of  the  Church,  the  young  men  who  are  living  the  standards  will 
say  to  themselves,  "Well,  if  she  goes  out  with  that  fellow,  I  don't  want 
to  have  anything  to  do  with  her."  Then  you  wonder  why  you  don't  get 
opportunities  to  date  with  the  nicer  boys. 

When  a  young  man  starts  looking  for  a  companion  for  life,  he  does- 
n't want  a  girl  just  as  good  as  he  is;  he  wants  one  who  is  just  a  little 
bit  better,  and  he  usually  gets  her.  Ask  most  married  men  if  that  isn't  just 
about  right.  So  the  young  man  won't  look  for  the  girl  who  is  just  his 
level  in  this  group  to  become  his  companion.  He  will  try  to  select  the 
finest,  loveliest,  cleanest  girl  in  that  group  that  he  can  get,  and  if  you 
are  one  of  the  better  girls  in  that  group,  you  are  likely  to  be  his  target. 

I  had  a  woman  come  to  me  who  had  been  married  out  of  the  Church 
against  counsel  and  then  divorced,  and  then  she  came  to  me  with  her 
problems,  and  goodness  knows  she  needed  help.  When  I  started  to  describe 
to  her  the  type  of  man  she  should  have  married,  she  said  to  me,  "Where 
do  you  find  such  pious  men?"  I  asked  her  what  kind  of  young  girls  she 
associated  with  before  she  was  married,  what  percentage  of  her  girl 
friends  lived  the  standards  of  the  Church  or  kept  the  Word  of  Wisdom; 
and  she  said,  "Well,  about  fifty  or  seventy-five  percent  of  my  girls  friends 
did  not  even  live  the  Word  of  Wisdom."  There  was  the  answer. 

I  said,  "How  did  you  expect  to  find  a  young  man  who  would  be 
eligible  to  take  you  to  the  temple?" 

I  have  had  many  experiences  talking  with  young  ladies  who  were 
mixed  up  with  an  undesirable  boy  friend  who  could  not  take  her  to  the 
temple,  and  in  every  case  I  have  found  that  she  has  become  acquainted 
with  this  undesirable  boy  friend  through  a  girl  friend  who  was  not  living 
the  standards  of  the  Church. 

W  have  heard  the  expression  "Birds  of  a  feather  flock  together." 

You  select  those  with  whom  you  associate,  those  who  are  living  the 
standards  of  the  Church,  and  of  course  that  requires  that  you  live  the 
standards  of  the  Church;  and  by  that  process  in  the  natural  course  of 
events,  you  will  have  the  privilege  of  marriage  in  the  temple  for  time 
and  all  eternity. 

Continue  the  activities  in  the  auxiliaries;  that  is  why  we  have  auxil- 
iaries, the  MIA  and  Sunday  School,  to  give  our  people  an  opportunity  of 
associating  together  so  that  they  may  have  associates  who  are  living  the

Two  More 
Missionaries 


ON  July  30,  in  two  widely  separated  places  within  the  South  African 
Mission,  farewells  were  being  held  for  two  missionaries  soon  to  depart 
for  overseas.  In  Bulawayo  the  saints  were  honouring  Sister  Judith  Jubber, 
the  first  missionary  ever  to  leave  Bulawayo  for  an  overseas  mission;  and 
in  Springs  Elder  Temple  Futter  was  being  presented  as  the  ninth  mission- 
ary to  leave  from  the  Springs  Branch  within  the  past  twelve  years.  Sister 
Jubber  has  been  assigned  to  labour  in  the  Netherlands  Mission  for  two 
years,  and  Elder  Futter  has  been  called  to  labour  for  two  years  in  the 
British  Mission.  There  they  will  be  emissaries  for  the  Lord,  their  countries, 
their  church,  and  the  South  African  Mission.  They  will  be  acting  in 
response  to  the  scripture  quoted  inside  Elder  Futter's  farewell  programme. 

"Lift  up  your  heart  and  rejoice,  for  the  hour  of  your 
mission  is  come;  and  your  tongue  shall  be  loosed,  and 
you  shall  declare  glad  tidings  of  great  joy  unto  this 
generation."

EDITOR'S  NOTE:  One  of  the  purposes  of  the  Church  is  to  instill 
within  our  young  people  high  goals  and  ideals,  and  the  desire  to  strive 
continually  in  preparation  for  those  goals  that  extend  beyond  this  life. 
The  following  expressions,  written  by  young  men  and  women  between 
the  ages  of  12  and  21,  show  the  foresight  of  our  youth  in  planning  for 
such  goals  as  well  as  the  understanding  they  have  of  the  high  standards 
necessary  to  reach  them. 

RECORDS!  Motor  Cars!  Parties!  Strong  Drink!  Smoking!  These 
make  the  world  of  the  young  people  of  today.  Their  thoughts,  their 
dreams,  their  activities  and  ambitions  are  all  controlled  by  these  things. 
But,  these  things  have  no  place  in  the  formula  for  happiness.  People  only 
think  of  the  present  and  not  of  the  time  to  come.  The  Temples  of  the 
Lord  are  here  for  us  to  prepare  for  the  future  —  life  after  death  — 
eternal  happiness. 

In  MIA  I  have  learned  why  I  must  go  to  the  temple.  The  most 
important  reason,  I  think,  is  marriage,  for  time  and  all  eternity.

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XXAVING  been  brought  up  in  the  Church,  I  have  always  held  marriage 
-■--'-and  the  Temple  to  be  synonymous.  The  reasons  for  my  choice  of  a 
Temple  Marriage  straight  after  a  civil  one  are  both  spiritual  and  financial. 

I  have  heard  members  talking  about  their  trips  to  the  Temple,  and 
I  hope  I  have  come  to  the  right  conclusion  about  the  spiritual  effect.  A 
couple  going  to  the  Temple  before  starting  married  life  together  learn 
what  their  behaviour  towards  each  other  should  be  during  married  life. 
This  helps  both  partners  to  have  more  consideration  towards  each  other 
than  they  would  have  normally.  A  couple  who  goes  to  the  Temple  after 
many  years  of  married  life  may  have  more  difficulty  in  living  the  spiritual 
laws  regarding  their  attitude  towards  each  other  than  a  young  couple 
would.  Perhaps  the  old  proverb  of  "prevention  is  better  than  cure'" 
would  aptly  be  applied  to  an  early  Temple  Marriage. 

The  financial  reasons  for  my  choice  of  a  Temple  Marriage  are 
obvious :  the  cost  of  the  return  trip  for  two  to  London  and  a  two  weeks 
stay  would  be  doubled  or  even  four  times  as  high  by  the  time  the  couple 
has  been  married  for  some  years  and  has  a  family. 

The  blessings  that  one  reaps  after  being  married  in  the  Temple  far 
outweigh  the  inconvenience  (if  any)  of  the  trip.  In  the  hereafter  the 
parents  are  assured  of  having  their  children  with  them,  and  most  impor- 
tant of  all,  they  know  that  they  themselves  will  be  together  for  eternity. 
I  pray  that  my  Heavenly  Father  will  guide  me  so  that  I  may  only  marry 
a  man  worthy  and  willing  to  take  me  to  the  Temple.

WHAT  is  it  like  to  go  to  the  Temple?  For  us  it  was  mainly  an  exper- 
( ience  in  growth,  which  started  long  before  we  actually  went  to  the 
Temple. 

Firstly,  we  learned  that  a  trip  to  the  Temple  is  not  an  unattainable 
dream,  set  in  some  remote  time  in  the  future.  It  is  as  real  as  you  make 
it.  When  we  decided  to  marry,  we  decided  that  there  was  only  one  way 
to  be  married  —  and  that  was  in  the  Temple. 

We  learned  next  that  money  was  not  the  obstacle  people  had  led  us 
to  believe,  for  every  couple  contemplating  marriage  has  a  certain  amount 
of  money  —  you  simply  have  to  decide  how  to  spend  it.  If  a  house,  a 
flat,  furniture  or  a  car  are  the  most  essential  requirements  for  starting  a 
marriage,  then  it  is  most  unlikely  that  your  funds  will  stretch  to  a  Temple 
trip  as  well.  Thus,  you  have  to  choose  which  you  want  most,  and  that 
is  the  most  difficult  part. 

On  the  one  hand,  you  can  invest  your  money  in  an  eternal  partner- 
ship with  God  and  the  person  you  love,  the  dividends  being  "thrones, 
kingdoms,  principalities  and  powers,  dominions,  all  heights  and  depths;  .  .  ." 
On  the  other  hand,  you  can  invest  your  money  in  any  of  the  so-called 
essentials  of  modern  living,  these  being  subject  to  the  hazards  of  fire  and 
theft  and  requiring  replacement  in  five,  or  ten,  or  twenty  years,  since  all 
that  is  material  is  subject  to  the  ravages  of  time,  even  if  safeguarded  from 
oher  hazards. 

Since  we  all  like  to  get  the  most  for  our  money,  the  first  investment 
would  seem  the  obvious  choice.  Yet  it  is  seldom  so.  Why?  Because  we 
not  only  want  to  get  the  most  for  our  money,  but  we  want  it  now;  we 
are  not  interested  in  long-term  investmensts,  it  is  the  pleasures  we  can 
enjoy  now  that  are  important.  Besides,  there  is  a  condition  attached  to 
this  eternal  investment  that  makes  it  very  risky:  everything  depends  on 
our  own  faithfulness  .  .  . 

Thus,  Temple  Marriage  becomes  a  dream  to  think  about  hopefully 
whenever  a  talk  from  the  pulpit,  a  Sunday  school  lesson,  or  an  article  like 
this  reminds  us  that  as  soon  as  we  have  bought  our  new  home,  or  paid 
for  that  streamlined  car  we  simply  couldn't  do  without,  or  paid  off  all  our 
debts  at  the  furniture  store,  we'll  start  making  plans  to  go  to  the  Temple. 

In  making  our  choice,  we  were  fortunate  in  having  other  people's 
experience  as  a  guide.  We  knew  of  several  couples  who  had  decided  they 
couldn't  afford  to  go  to  the  Temple  immediately.  And  we  saw  that  once 
they  had  committed  themselves  to  material  investments,  their  financial 
responsibilities  became  increasingly  great  and  the  Temple  receded  further 
out  of  reach.  Had  they  gained  anything  of  lasting  value  in  the  mean- 
while? 
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We  finally  decided  we  could  not  afford  not  to  go  to  the  Temple,  for 
we  might  never  again  have  the  opportunity;  we  might  not  even  live  long 
enough. 

Merely  making  the  decision,  however,  was  not  the  end  of  our  pro- 
blems. We  had  to  keep  to  it  in  spite  of  raised  eyebrows  and  exclamations 
of  incredulity  on  the  part  of  relatives  and  friends,  who  were  not  members 
of  the  Church,  and  by  whose  standards  we  had  no  right  to  get  married 
at  all  while  my  husband  was  still  a  student.  This  caused  us,  particularly 
me,  to  have  serious  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  decision  we  had 
made.  I  think  for  the  first  time  I  fully  realized  how  different  we  were 
from  our  friends  because  of  the  teachings  of  the  Church.  We  were  learning 
to  seek  the  approval  of  our  Heavenly  Father  first  and  to  disregard  what 
other  people  thought  of  our  actions. 

Since  both  my  husband  and  I  are  experts  in  the  art  of  procrastination, 
it  still  amazes  me  to  realize  that  we  actually  went  to  the  Temple  instead 
of  putting  it  off  until  later  as  we  could  so  easily  have  done.  The  only 
conclusion  to  which  I  can  come  is  that  our  Heavenly  Father's  mercy  is 
infinite  indeed,  for  His  Spirit  continued  to  strive  with  us,  who  had  done 
nothing  to  make  us  worthy  of  the  high  honour  of  entering  His  Holy 
House  and  practicipating  in  the  ordinances  thereof. 

Like  any  courting  couple,  we  found  that  the  law  of  chastity  is  easy  to 
live  until  you  become  vitally  interested  in  a  member  of  the  opposite  sex, 
and  then  it  becomes  a  real  test,  the  difficulty  of  which  one  cannot  imagine 
until  confronted  with  it.  The  only  thing  that  saved  us  from  going  the  way 
of  the  world  was  the  fact  that  we  both  cherished  the  same  principles,  and 
found  the  strength  to  resist  temptation  through  prayer. 

In  striving  to  live  this  law,  we  learned  the  necessity  of  praying  to- 
gether, the  strongest  foundation  for  building  a  marriage.  We  also  learned 
the  importance  of  repentance,  without  which  salvation  is  impossible,  for 
my  ability  to  repent  would  be  all  that  would  entitle  me  to  become  worthy 
of  the  Temple. 

It  is  almost  frightening  for  a  mere  human  to  gain  even  a  glimpse  of 
the  extent  of  God's  grace,  and  to  realize  that  He  can  indeed  forgive  seventy 
times  seven.  Thus  in  some  respects,  it  still  seems  like  a  miracle  that  I  was 
really  able  to  go  to  the  House  of  the  Lord. 

Once  there,  what  was  it  like?  It  is  difficult  to  convey  the  sense  of 
serenity  and  beauty  which  radiates  from  the  Lord's  dedicated  servants  and 
seems  to  emanate  from  the  very  building.  Being  sealed  was  an  experience 
I  shall  never  forget.  The  ceremony  was  so  simple  that  it  was  awe- 
inspiring. 

There  I  did  not  learn  the  hidden  mysteries  one  half  expects,  but  that 
the  basic  principles  we  are  continually  being  exhorted  to  live,  are  the 
very  foundation  of  the  Gospel.  I  regretted  that  I  had  not  worked  harder 
at  loving  my  neighbour  and  seeking  first  the  kingdom  of  God.  Some  of 
us  also  half  expect  a  spiritual  experience  such  as  we  have  never  known 
before,  and  on  this  account  many  are  disappointed  once  they  have  been 
through  the  Temple.  Though  the  Lord's  Spirit  is  present  in  abundance, 
what  we  gain  depends  solely  on  our  receptivity.  If  we  are  looking  forward 
to  a  manifestation  of  some  kind,  we  are  likely  to  be  disappointed,  because 
we  are  unable  to  appreciate  the  simplicity  of  the  Gospel,  which  is  based 
on  love  and  service  to  God  and  our  fellowman.  Only  those  who  have 
given  selflessly  of  their  time  and  of  their  love  will  be  fully  receptive  to 
what  the  Temple  represents. 

The  reason  for  which  the  Temple  exists  is  to  serve  God's  children, 
both  the  living  and  the  dead,  so  that  we  may  obtain  exaltation.  Through 
doing  vicarious  work  for  the  dead,  we  are  able  to  participate  in  the 
ordinances  again  and  again,  for  we  can  go  through  the  Temple  once  oniy 
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on  our  own  behalf.  Thus,  we  owe  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  ordinances 
to  the  blessing  of  being  able  to  act  as  proxy  for  the  dead.  As  I  became 
familiar  with  the  work,  I  learned  to  regret  not  having  spent  more  time  on 
genealogical  research,  for  only  those  who  have  served  in  this  way  can 
fully  experience  the  joy  and  comprehend  the  significance  of  vicarious  work 
for  the  dead. 

Above  all,  I  grasped  the  truth  of  the  teaching  that  all  blessings  are 
predicated  on  obedience  to  law,  and  that  our  Heavenly  Father  can  bless 
us  only  in  accordance  with  our  desserts.  If  we  have  not  been  diligent  in 
prayer  and  study  we  cannot  feel  His  Spirit  in  as  great  a  measure  as  those 
who  constantly  strive  to  communicate  with  God,  neither  in  everyday  liv- 
ing, nor  when  we  enter  His  House. 

Thus,  the  time  for  preparation  is  now,  not  when  we  are  actually  doing 
that  for  which  we  needed  to  prepare.  Our  Temple  trip  became  a  reality 
to  me  only  six  weeks  before  we  left,  and  during  that  time  I  was  too 
absorbed  in  work,  and  wedding  and  travelling  preparations  to  devote  the 
necessary  time  to  my  spiritual  development.  The  result  was  that  though 
the  Temple  was  a  wonderful  experience,  it  could  have  been  far  more 
wonderful  if  I  had  prepared  my  soul  for  it. 

It  brought  home  to  me  the  fact  that  we  never  know  when  we  shall  be 
called  upon  to  do  that  for  which  we  should  be  preparing.  None  of  us 
knows  when  he  will  have  the  opportunity  to  go  to  the  Temple,  so  be 
ready,  for  at  any  time  you  may  be  given  the  opportunity  I  had. 

1  have  tried  to  evaluate  what  the  Temple  meant  to  me  in  the  hope 
that  you  will  learn  from  my  mistakes,  that  you  will  use  the  opportunity 
when  it  is  offered,  and  that  when  you  go  through  the  Temple  it  may  be 
in  the  consciousness  that  you  have  done  all  that  was  required  of  you, 
for  then  indeed  your  joy  will  be  full.

A  Report  From  Canada

UNDER  the  recommendation  of  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen,  and  the 
direction  of  President  Badger,  the  Assistants  were  kept  busy  for  about 
two  weeks  constructing  new  display  boards  at  Ramah  for  the  Share  the 
Gospel  Programme. 

The  boards  are  large  enough  to  accommodate  twelve  full  size  pictures 
(22  inches  by  28  inches)  on  each  side.  These  pictures  are  very  similar  to 
those  shown  in  the  Mormon  Pavilion  at  the  New  York  World's  Fair,  and 
are  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  they  can  be  used  as  focal  points  in 
a  directed  discussion  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  gospel.

The  front  side  of  the  display 
shows  Christ  ordaining  his  original 
twelve  Apostles,  apostasy  from  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  the 
restoration  of  the  gospel  through 
Joseph  Smith.  The  final  panel  ex- 
hibits impressive  photographs  of 
the  present  Quorum  of  Twelve 
Apostles,  as  well  as  a  picture  of 
President  David  O.   McKay. 

The  other  side  of  the  display 
depicts  some  of  the  "signs  of  the 
true  church",  or  things  that  you 
would  expect  to  find  in  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  today  that 
would  perhaps  distinguish  it  from 
other  churches.  Included  among 
these  distinguishing  features  are 
such  things  as  revelation,  autho- 
rity, organization,  fruits  of  reli- 
gion, and  many  others.  The  last 
few  panels  end  the  display  by 
telling  a  little  about  The  Book  of 
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Mormon,  leaving  the  pro- 
mise given  by  the  prophet 
Moroni  within  its  final 
pages,  that  if  we  will  ask 
God  with  faith  and  real 
intent,  He  will  grant  us  a 
knowledge  of  the  truthful- 
ness of  all  things. 

The  display  stands  a  little 
over  seven  feet  tall,  and  is 
just  over  sixteen  feet  in 
length.  Six  well-finished, 
doors  six  feet  in  height  are 
mounted  on  attractive  round 
tapered  legs.  These  doors 
are  hinged  together  into 
two  separate  sections  each 
of  which  is  designed  to 
stand  in  accordian  fashion, 
thus  saving  space  and  add- 
ing to  the  appeal  of  the 
entire   display. 

This  is  the  pattern  for 
new  displays  soon  to  be  in 
use  throughout  the  Mission. 
These  displays  will  provide 
not  only  a  more  unified 
programme  in  the  use  of 
visual  aids  in  teaching  the 
gospel,  but  a  more  attrac- 
tive, more  inviting  atmos- 
phere as  well.  They  will 
help  to  make  our  chapels 
the  showplaces  they  should 
be,  and  will  give  an  alto- 
gether new  look  to  the 
Share  the  Gospel  Boards, 
which  no  doubt  give  us  an 
extra  spark  to  share  the 
gospel  with  our  friends, 
relatives,  neighbours,  and 
associates.

Leadership  Steam  Session 

by  Kenneth  Armstrong 

NO  matter  what  problems  we  face,  we  must  realize  that  they  are  our 
problems  and  that  we  have  to  face  them.  Overcoming  problems  is 
our  way  to  achieve  the  development  for  which  we  were  sent  to  the  earth. 
Any  problems  can  be  overcome  with  the  Lord's  help,  no  matter  how 
inadequate  we  may  feel.  To  ignore  a  problem  will  not  help  to  overcome 
it,  but  only  to  aggravate  the  position.  These  are  some  of  the  conclusions 
reached  by  the  group  leaders,  secretaries  and  leadership  of  the  Second 
Elders  Quorum  during  a  recent  leadership  seminar.  Appropriately  enough, 
the  seminar  was  entitled,  "Leadership  Steam  Session."  The  power  con- 
tained in  a  drop  of  water  is  hardly  appreciated  until  that  water  is  heated 
and  changed  to  steam.  This  was  the  theme  of  our  "Steam  Session." 

Since  every  group  leader  has  problems  with  the  elders  in  his  group, 
we  set  out  to  discover  the  formula  for  successfully  overcoming  problems. 
In  order  to  do  this,  we  first  studied  the  past.  The  Pretoria  group  pre- 
sented a  discussion  on  the  problems  that  Moses  faced  when  he  and  the 
Israelites  came  to  the  Red  Sea.  The  Springs  group  followed  with  an 
analysis  of  the  methods  Moses  used  to  solve  his  problems.  The  Germiston 
group  then  presented  the  problems  confronting  Nephi  when  he  received 
the  commandment  to  build  a  ship.  Again,  the  methods  used  to  surmount 
these  problems  were  analyzed,  this  time  by  the  Vereeniging  group. 

After  a  short  break,  the  East  Rand  group  leaders  were  placed  in  an 
imaginary  dilemma.  The  third  world  war  had  started;  they  were  sur- 
rounded by  chaos  and  rioting  mobs.  Civilian  governments  had  ceased  to 
operate  or  exist,  and  thev  had  assembled  to  discuss  the  steps  to  take  to 
protect  their  families.  Under  these  circumstances,  they  were  given  a  revela- 
tion which  commanded  them  to  build  a  ship  to  remove  themselves,  with 
their  families,  to  the  moon !  They  were  then  expected  to  solve  the  problems 
associated  with  getting  there!  It  was  very  soon  realized  that  without  help 
and  inspiration  from  the  Lord,  the  problems  were  insurmountable,  but  with 
His  help,  nothing  was  impossible. 

The  combined  groups  were  then  shown  an  enamel  bath  filled  with 
water,  and  invited  to  part  the  water  by  faith.  It  obviously  wasn't  a 
serious  invitation,  since  man  uses  the  power  of  the  Priesthood  only  in  the 
Lord's  behalf,  but  it  did  set  everyone  thinking  about  the  amount  of  faith 
necessary  to  perform  a  miracle  in  the  Lord's  name.  The  group  leaders, 
holders  of  the  same  Priesthood  as  Moses  and  Nephi,  were  then  asked 
whether  they  would  rather  be  called  upon  to  part  the  Red  Sea,  to  build 
a  ship,  or  to  reactivate  an  inactive  elder. 

Obviously  our  problems  are  not  as  great  as  we  tend  to  imagine  them. 
If  we  only  get  up  enough  "steam",  we  can  call  upon  the  Lord  for  help, 
and  solve  any  problems  encountered  in  our  groups.  We  not  only  can,  we 
must,  for  they  are  our  problems  and  no  one  else  can,  or  wants  to  solve 
them  for  us.*

in  the  armed  forces,  and  desire  that  the  District  and  Branch  Presi- 
dencies, who  share  with  us  the  responsibility  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
our  young  Latter-day  Saints  in  military  service,  do  all  in  their  power  to 
aid,  comfort,  counsel,  and  care  for  these  brethren. 

It  makes  it  all  the  more  difficult  for  young  members  to  be  stationed 
at  some  distant  training  centre  far  iemoved  from  home,  friends,  and 
church  attendance,  and  being  in  daily  contact  with  adverse  conditions  to 
keep  on  the  straight  and  narrow. 

These  young  men  are  on  your  records.  They  are  your  members.  Keep 
in  touch  with  them  by  a  letter,  a  card,  or  a  newsletter,  and  by  sending 
them  a  Church  magazine,  a  weekly  letter  from  the  Branch  President  and 
the  Aaronic  Priesthood  Leader.  Regular  letters  from  the  Elders  Quorum 
or  any  appointed  member  in  the  branch  would  be  highly  appreciated. 

The  Mission  sends  out  a  monthly  CSM  and  a  beautiful  L.D.S.  Service- 
man's Kit,  which  consists  of  a  pocket  edition  Book  of  Mormon  and  a 
book  entitled  Principles  of  the  Gospel.  Any  member  in  the  service  or 
entering  it,  who  has  not  received  this  kit,  should  write  to  the  Mission 
Counsellor  immediately.  This  kit  will  be  sent  to  him  on  receipt  of  his 
full  name,  regimental  number,  and  the  camp  where  he  is  or  will  be 
stationed. 

Branch  Presidents  should  interview  members  called  up  for  military 
service,  counsel  them,  and  present  them  with  a  letter  concerning  their 
membership  and  Priesthood,  which  they  can  present  to  the  branch  autho- 
rities nearest  their  assigned  camp.  In  this  way  they  will  be  able  to  assist 
that  branch  in  Priesthood  matters,  if  required. 

Whether  a  young  man  has  been  active  or  not,  he  has  a  great  need  for 
this  personal  branch  contact.  Homesickness  and  loneliness,  coupled  with 
the  pressures  of  military  training,  create  a  genuine  need  for  the  active 
attention  of  the  branch  authorities.  We  will  do  what  we  can  on  the  mission 
level,  but  to  be  successful  in  this  responsibility,  we  need  the  concern  and 
co-operation  of  the  Branch  and  District  Presidents.  May  God  bless  you  in 
your  endeavours  to  make  the  life  and  lot  of  our  young  members  in  military 
training  more  secure.

The  Lord 
in  His  wisdom  and  mercy  has  made  provision  for  the  extension  of 
family  ties  into  eternity.  Through  restoration  of  the  Holy  Priesthood 
emanating  from  the  divine  power  of  the  Savior,  the  bonds  of 
matrimony  may  be  sanctified  in  Holy  Temples  to  be  in  force  in  the 
life  after  death  as  in  mortal  life  for  time  and  for  all  eternity. 
Children  born  under  the  everlasting  covenant  of  marriage  thus  be- 
come  with   their  parents  members   of   an  ever-enduring  family. 

This  statue  is  placed  near  the  entrance  to  the  Temple  as  a 
tribute  to  the  exalted  concept  of  family  brought  to  the  world 
through  the  Restored  Gospel  of  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ.
